approved. He said the by-laws 
require that all members agree 
to the project before it can pro- 
ceed, He reminded the Board 
that two members remained in 
disagreement. 

Trustee O’Kelley asked him 
about the status of negotiations 
with the two remaining com- 
munities. He responded there 
are no direct negotiations going 
on but they would continue to 


discuss the issues with the com- 
munities. 

He said there were extensive 
negotiations prior to the accept- 
ance of the bid and he had 
hoped the lower than expected 
bids would have induced the 
two communities to join but 
that was not the case. He went 
on to say the projected costs 
were reduced from 16.7 million 
to 14 million but the two com- 
munities were more focused on 
their actual costs. 

O’Kelley then asked if there 


was an absolute deadline where 


the project would be taken 
away from them by the DEQ. 
Hinshaw responded there were 
two critical deadlines. The first 
was the construction deadline. 
He said July 2004 was the 
deadline for beginning con- 
struction and October as the 
completion date. He comment- 
ed this date was far enough 
away that it was not a major 
concern at this time. 

He said the most critical date 
was the expiration of the bids. 
The bids were good for six 


months (expire January 2004) 
He expressed concerms that if 
the bids expire he would expect 
the bids to be at least 10% high- 
er. He advised the Board that 
all the major construction firms 
that do this type of work had 
bid on the project. He said that 
if we had to re-bid we would 
"pay through the nose". 
O’Kelley’s final question 
dealt with the favorable interest 
rate (2 %2%) available to the 
authority. Hinshaw responded 
the low interest rate would still 


be available to them so it was 
not an issue. 


Supervisor Mitchell asked 
how close they were with Flat 
Rock and Woodhaven. Hin- 
shaw advised that Woodhaven 
wants their share to be around 
three million and the difference 
was about $480,000. He gave 
the Board the impression that 
something could be worked out 
in that area. Regarding Flat 
Rock, he said the issue was 
more difficult. 

He said he felt that develop- 
ments in the last couple of 


weeks would allow Flat Rock 
to accept the idea of a retention 
basin but their share would be 
still be an issue. He referred to 
a permit renewal that was 
granted the Authority within 
the last couple of weeks that 
stipulated they must build the 
retention basin. He said he felt 
this would bring Flat Rock in 
agreement reading the need for 
the basin. 

He went on to say Flat Rock 
had declined to give them any 
figures they would accept but 
had proposed an annual audit 


of the flow that would result in — 


debits and credits. He said Flat 
Rock was willing to accept a 
higher initial percentage but 
expected the annual review to 
adjust the rates up or down 
depending on the flow. He said 
Flat Rock felt they were being 
overcharged for their share and 
felt an annual review would 
benefit them and perhaps other 
communities. 

In response to Flat Rock’s 
position he said several mem- 
bers have a problem with the

uncertainty that would come 
with an annual audit and how 
it would make it difficult to 
project their costs. He also 
mentioned that measurement 
of the individual community 
sewer flow was not easy to 
determine. : 

Lastly he said there seems 
to be a problem between Flat 
Rock and Van Buren Town- 
ship and he characterized the 
dispute as Flat Rock’s opin- 
ion that Van Buren Township 
was not paying their fair 
share. 
eX- 
pressed concern over the 
increased cost if the bids 
expired and speculated about 
proceeding with the project 
without their participation. 
Hinshaw said there was some 
discussion about proceeding 
without Flat Rock but felt pro- 
ceeding without both commu- 
nities would not be possible. 

He concluded his remarks 
by suggesting they may turn to 
a professional mediator to help 
resolve this impasse. 





70,000 Gallons to 123,000 Gallons Weekly Increase Denied 


Board Denies Additional Sewer Capacity For CWCSA

At the September 10th 
Township Board meeting sever- 
al representatives from the 
Central Wayne County Sani- 
tation Authority appeared be- 
fore the Board. The Mayor of 
Westland as the Chairperson of 
the Board introduced the topic. 
She advised the members of the 
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authority were Wayne, West- 
land, Inkster, Dearborn Heights 
and Garden City. 

She advised the Authority 
oversees the trash disposal at a 
facility located on Inkster Road 
where the trash is incinerated. 
She went on to say the ash 
from the operation is then 
trucked to the monofill that is 
located in Huron Township. 

Steve Aynes, the Executive 
Director of the Authority actu- 
ally did most of the presenta- 
tion and answered all of the 
questions that were asked. 

He said his purpose was to 
request additional sewer capac- 
ity to the facility where 
the Township disposes of their 
sewage. In order to do so he 
needed the approval of Huron 
Township. His request was to 
increase from 70,000 gallons 


per week to 123,000 gallons 
per week. 

He said that the current three 
cells of ash do not require the 
additional capacity but said it 
would be needed when the 
fourth cell gets on line. He said 
the excess rainwater and exces- 
sive snow melt would require 
additional capacity. 

He admitted the need for this 
capacity was not a current need 
but he was making the request 
in anticipation of the need. He 
reminded the Board that the 
original agreement for the 
70,000 gallons included a 
clause that would allow the 
Township to take back the 
capacity if needed. 

Supervisor Mitchell seemed 
to be concerned about the 
increase in truck traffic, the 


‘alternative to using the sewer 


system, would cause. He tried 
twice to infer there would be a 
large increase in _ traffic. 
However Mr. Aynes made it 
clear that it would not be a 
problem with perhaps six 
trucks a week going out with 
water sewage. 

Trustee Adkins asked about 
the bonding problem and asked 
if had been resolved. Aynes 
responded it had not been 
resolved. He provided some 
recent history that appeared to 
be helpful to several Board 
members. 

He said the Authority, in ord- 
er to comply with some 
changes in the Clean Air Act, 


agreed to turn the facility over 


to a private authority. There 
were bonds executed at the 
time and for some time there 


hasn’t been any principal or 


interest paid on the bonds. 
However the bonds are not the 
Authority’s responsibility. 

He said the private compa- 
ny has recently informed the 
Authority they will no longer 
accept trash from the member 
communities. In turn, the 
Authority has advised them 
they are in violation of the 
contract. He concluded that if 
the issue could not be re- 
solved, his request before 
Huron Township likely would 
not be needed. 

It appeared the majority of 
the members of the Township 
Board were in no mood to 
agree to the Authority’s request 
for additional sewer capacity. 
By a vote of six to one they 
denied the request. Supervisor 
Mitchell was the lone member 
to vote against the denial.

FIRE EXTINGUISHER CHECKLIST 


The following information is a short list that anyone can use as a guide to inspect their fire extinguisher monthly. 
Although there is no guarantee that a fire extinguisher will work every time, or extinguish the fire, these simple 
checks can give you more peace of mind. 





1. Check the guage on the extinguisher. It should be in the “green” range. Not overcharged or undercharged. If it is 
not in the “green” then it must be serviced by qualified technicians. 


. Check the “seal”. It is usually a plastic tie of some sort that passes through or around the pin that prevents the 
extinguisher from accidental discharge. This “seal” must be intact. If it is broken or missing, then consider the 
extinguisher as empty and contact a qualified service technician. 


. Check the nozzle for obstructions. Most nozzles can be removed from the extinguisher for easier visualization. 
Look through the nozzle, or blow through it to remove any obstructions. Visually look inside the “neck” of the extin- 
guisher where the nozzle attaches and see if there are any obstructions. 


. Lastly, lay the fire extinguisher in your hands, supporting it at each end, and gently rock the extinguisher back and 
forth. You are feeling for a “shift” in weight from one end of the extinguisher to the other. This will do two things, 
one is that it lets you know there is something inside the extinguisher and two; it “fluffs” up the chemical. An extin- 
guisher just sitting in its holder on the wall, or in your car, will have its contents settle and possibly “cake” up. 
Tapping it and rocking it will fluff up the extinguishing agent, making it ready for use. 


All fire extinguishers should be inspected by qualified technicians on an annual basis and every 6 years the extin- 
guisher needs to be torn down, tested and examined by qualified technicians. Consult your yellow pages for certified 
Fire Extinguisher companies or contact the Huron Township Fire Department for guidance. 


The “PASS” acronym is a quick way to remember how to use a fire extinguisher. 
P - Pull the pin. 
A - Aim the nozzle at the base of the fire. 
S - Squeeze the trigger. 
S - Sweep back and forth to cover the fire. 
Always start about 8 to 10 feet away from the fire, if it is safe to do so. Never turn your back on the fire, 
even if it seems extinguished. Never place the fire extinguisher back in its holder after use. Even if you 
did not empty it, you must consider it as being empty. Have the fire extinguisher serviced after use. 
An extinguisher that is serviced, readily available and properly used is your first line of defense against 
fire in your home.
